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For  the  devote<d  au(dience  that  hangs  on  even  (during  the  <dog  days  of  Sum- 
mer we  have  a  special  Summer  Drama  Festival,  with  fourteen  plays — new  and 
rebroadcast — in  the  fourteen  days  of  this  Folio.  In  addition,  the  music  depart- 
ment has  prepared  several  concerts  of  music  of  the  theatre  and  some  music 
drama.  Art  Seidelman  has  three  interviews  on  The  New  York  Theatre,  Edward 
Albee  discusses  What's  Wrong  with  Broadway,  and  Herbert  Feinstein  talks 
with  both  Shelley  Berman  and  Hermione  Gingold,  recent  star  of  Oh,  Dad,  Poor 
Dad!,  written  by  Arthur  Kopit,  who  also  appears  in  this  Folio,  as  does  Uta 
Hagen.

And  don't  miss  Where  Do  We  Go  From  Here?,  the  sequel  to  the  Birming- 
ham documentary.  Freedom  Now!  At  press  time  we  were  still  anxiously  await- 
ing word  on  how  Freedom  Now!  fared  as  the  American  entry  in  the  competi- 
tion for  radio's  highest  award,  the  Gran  Prix  d'ltalia.  As  proud  as  we  are  that 
our  tiny  Pacifica  Radio  was  able  to  better  the  efforts  of  the  American  networks 
and  other  major  radio  chains  with  Freedom  Now! ,  we  feel  that  Where  Do  We 
Go  From  Here?  is  in  many  ways  an  equally  important  and  significant  broadcast.
